Now 
when fuch {mall Miftakes as thefe have been correéted 
and blam’d in the Antients, "tis unaccouatable to me, 
that fo great aone as their comparing a Foo! to a Poff, 
fhould be omitted. Dar veniam corves vexat cenfum colum.- 
bas: For I can prove by undeniable Demon ffration, that 
Ajax was like an Als, and Uy/’s had more Refembiance 
to a Black Pudding than a Fool has to a Poft, nay, Vil 
evince all but incorrigible Dunces, ’cis impoffible tor a 
Fool to be a Poff, from this Argument before hinted at. 
A Fool is never filent, a Poff is always {0, ergo a Fool 
isnot a Poff. But having irrefragably refuted this Slan* 
der, I fhall pafsto the Praife due to my Subject.

1 know that Sapiens 
is Commonly render’d a wife Man, (which by the Way 
isa goad Proof of the Wifuom of Pofts, fince thy are 
fynonimous Terms) but I caa make it appear trom 
Seneca himfelf that Sapiens can fignify nothing bur a Poff, 
Lie fays that Sapiens felt no Pleafure, that Sapiens felt no 
Torments; was never the higher for being crown’d, or 
the lower for being chain’d, never deprefs’d with a Dun- 
geon, norexalted with a Palace. You might beat him 
tid you were weary, he was not in che leaft angry with 
you, you might flroke him and pour Wine on bim, ho 
was never pleas’d. Now lil be jadg’d by all Mankind 
if thiscan poffibly be faid with any Manner of Propric- 
ty, of any thing inthe World but a Poff. -Thus any 
unprejudic’d Perfon may be fully fatisty’d. Some Peo- 
ple may wonder why [ have in the above-mention’d Pa- 
negyrick join’d the Words proprie peculiariter, and nar’ 
eZeyny with the Word Poff, and imagine that they 
were unneceflary.

if. Alcho’ the Scripture names not the whole Sum 
of the Time that ran from Chrift’s Birth to his Death, 
yet tis lawful to eng ure intoit, yea, the holy Hiftory 
invites us thereunto, fince it doth mark the particular 
Meafares whereof the total of that Sum confifts ; and very 
mifterious Agreements are found therein, as we have 
fecn inthe Frumeration of the Years that ran from the 
Birth of David to the Death of Chrift. Here is another 
Corre{pondence which ought not to be negleéted ; from 
the Revolting of the Ten Tribes under Feroboam, tothe 
Deftruétion of Ferufalem and of the Firft Temple, 39
